HE was $o young, 24, that

on the Held of sport. 

He wa-i so brave that the 
cfllcuU citation movingly fore- 
casts that "the story of his 
brave deeds will become a 
lrgenct In the Hoya.1 Australian 
Air Force, and will be read 
with prltle by all who serve In 
i: :i force in year* to come." 
His death must be mourned 
throughout the land he 
served. 

He was the only child of a 
widowed mother. 

Lilte so many of his com- 
rades of the H.U.F . he knew 
ilKith might come any time, 
and on his last home leave he 
told bis mother; "Remember, 
mi leans. Just have a glut 
ol sherry in my memory." 

The citation tells the story 
of Newton's mafiniOepiit 
record, and of the heroic ex- 
ploit through which he gave 
his life. 

It tells, too. of hi} "ohecr- 
tul. natural, and infectious 
personality, which Influenced 
his fellow-officers and men." 

On three occasions Newton 
dived through Intense anti- 
aircraft fire to drop bombs on 
Silamaue.
